OBITUARY, 


A Brave Soldier's Good Record is 


Closed. 


James Withgott who died at his home 


near Long Creek station, February 28, 
was not only a good soldier, but a valu- 
able citizen. He was the eon of James 
Withpott of Penneylvania, wheio he was 
born January 34, 1838. 


While quite young ha moved with his 


parents to Chllllonthe, Ohio, when the 
toosln of war waa sounded he enlisted as a 
private in Company I, 78rd Ohio volun- 
teers and after three fall years of cervine 
re-enllated at a veteran and was promoted 
to the rank of sergeant. He participated 
In many of tbe most sanguinary battles 
of the war, In all 18, among them Bull 
Run, Chancclloravlllo, Lookout Moan- 
tain, Missionary Ridge and Gettysburg. 
Be passed through the war without being 
either wounded or captured. 


At Cincinnati, Ohio, September 28, 


1866, be was united In marriage to Miss 
Sarah L. Bowdle. From this union four 
children were boin of whom twojare it ill 
living, Mrs. Alraira Grace Allen of Long 
Creik and Mrs. Lillie , Mand Plofkle, liv- 
ing two miles east of Oecatur. August 
14, 1878, bis wife died. February 10, 
1883, he was united In marriage to Miss 
Martha Ann 
Rozzle. Three 
children 


were born to them, one, an Infant eon, 
having died. The other two, Carrie May, 
1.'! years old, and James Harrison, six 
years old, still survive. 


Abont tbe year 1867 he came to Deca- 


tnr and had resided In and near the city 
nutll the time c( his death. Be wai a 
member of the G. A. B. «p to a short 
time before be died. In early life he be- 
come • Christian and had been for many 
years past a member of tbe Qiaoe M. E 
itmroh ID this city. His home life was 
that of a Christian, always kind and self 
sacrificing. His bereaved wife and chil- 
dren have lost a truly noble husband and 
father and tbe county one of her best citi- 
zens. His memory will long linger as 
Incense poured fo.-th by those who knew 
him beet.

The latter is the less fre- 
quent, perhaps, and to that we owe the 
tact that more crimes are not traced to 
jealousy. However, the revenge of re- 
taliation is \ery common. If jealousy 
does not excite revengeful feeling, it 
causes despair, which, if verj great, 
threatens the mental condition of the 
sufferer,"

"And if the cause of jealousy is 


real?" 
| "There are two methods which can 
be followed. The cause of it can be re- 
moved with or without confession. To 
make a clean breast of it is the heroic 
remedy, but it is often the better. If 
the provocation is fancied it is always 
possible to correct the false impression. 
Men who are harassed by jealous 
wives should remember that love is the 
verjr pivot of woman's life. Take her 
off that pilot, and her mind and her 
whole being are thrown into confusion; 
too often her life is wrecked." 


"And are there any physical attri- 


butes which distinguish the insanely 
jealous?" 


"Xo. The disease is too gener il; it is 


too nearh one of the common charac- 
teristics of the human race to show 
nny murk that would distinguish one 
man from another. As I ha\e said, it 
is on* of the nir»,t unhersal emotions. 
Evervone has felt it in some decree.

1897. 
Adopted. Committee appointed,

That the olty electric light plant be ex-

TO EXTEND WATER MAINS. 


A resolution was presented that tbe

Referred to water and light cam 
mlttee. 


LAVING MAINS. 


An ordinance was introduced that all 


lateral eewera and water mains shall he 
constructed in the alleys and no lateral 
sewer or water mains shall be laid in any 
public street of tbe city Unless .expressly 
uuthorl.-ed by a resolution of the council 
The ordinance was referred to tho ordi- 
nance committee.

mortgage their property and glre a clear 
title. The Intention is to issue mortgage 
tanas to out of town parties and spend 
about (76,000 this spring enlarging the 
plant. The change In tbe ordinance, Mr. 
Johns said, would limply give the com- 
pany a few more rights and wonld take 
more from tbe city. He urged that tbe 
council act on the matter at once so that 
the company could Immediately carry out 
tbe proposed plans. 


COLLINS GETS J6EO. 


The mayor laid that himself and the 


city attorney had made an agreement 
with Or. A. L. Collins and had compro- 
mised tbe suit brought by the doctor 
against the city for falling on a sidewalk 
and breaking big leg. The mayor said 
he agreed ti eive the doctor 1560. The 
council approved tbe action and ordered a 
warrant drawn for the amount.

ONE LESSON FROM MEXICO. 


Destruction of the Foreat* 


Droaffht and Devolatlon. 


Tlie early conquerors of this country 


and their followers of to-day have been 
very wasteful and careless in the dispo- 
sition of their forests, with the result 
of accelerating the date when they wiil 
be compelled to face a problem of forest 
preservation at considerable cost to 
themselves. Denizens of the northwest 
are familiar with the rapidity 
with 


which the timber areas have been de- 
nuded, until now there is scarcely a 
merchantable tree between Arkansas 
and the Canadian line. Many notes of 
warning accompanied this destruction 
of the northern softwood forests, bu 
they foil upon unwilling- ear?. Only aft 
er it was too late to stop the mischie 
did the country beg-in to recog-ni/ie th 
indirect value of forests to agriculture 
and that no high degree of civilizatio 
can exist permanently without som 
systematic and adequate forest man 
agement. In India the destruction o 
the forests commenced 1,000 \ cars ago 
nnd that country, having at l.ist see:

A great spiral railway, the strangest 


»nd most unique affair of the kind ever 
planned, is to be the central feature 
}f the Pan-American exposition which 
will be held on Cayuga island near 
Niagara falls. It will be operated by 
electric power from the falls them- 
selves. General plans for this concep- 
tion have been made, and the details 
are being worked out. 


The basis for the railway is to be a 


huge circular tower of bteel framework, 
500 feet high, around which like the 
thread of a screw the spiral railway

All 
sorts of eyes look at you when you 
walk into the big room, from the won- 
dering look of the six-year-old to the 
keen glance that is shot from the 
•hrewd orbs of the boy of 18, who 
knows chiefly what he has learned In 
New York streets. The faces are rarely 
indicative of serious eTil—not nearly a* 
much so as one would expect when the 
origin of the boys is taken Into consid- 
eration.

THE WEATHER WATCHERS. 


OUT Fropheu Jtow Work In the Clond* 


In tbe We««. 
[Copyright, 1898 ] 


One of the most marked evidences of 


modern progress is the fact 
tiiat 


weather observations are now taken in 
midair. This is accomplished at Fort 
Logan, Col., where a detachment of the 
signal corps has a balloon of 14,000 cu- 
bic feet capacity. By its aid observa- 
tions are taken at a greater height than 
has e\ er before been possible. 


Just how this is done is shown by the 


accompany ing illustration, made from 
a photograph, which illustrates the 
system by which Chief Signal Service 
Officer Willis L. Moore hopes some day, 
and that before very long, to advance 
weather prognostications to such a de- 
gree that they will be well-nigh infalli- 
ble. 
Mr. Moore is the Edison of the 


weather service, and believes that all 
that has been done so far is only a 
good beginning of the great work which 
is to come. 


The balloon is operated as part of a 


captive balloon section of the signal 
corps, so arranged as to form, if neces- 
sary, a portion of the field train of an 
army. Thus it will be possible to ntil- 
i?e these same ballons for purposes of 
war, us well as the peaceful duties that 
accrue to them in the weather service. 
This captive balloon section consists of

will be in better position to tell what 
the weather is going to be than it has 
ever been before. 


At the present time the balloon i( 


used with signal service operators 
in it, but this is not the method that 
will ordinanly be utilized in securing 
observations. An automatic Instrument 
has been invented which, when set 
after the fashion of an alarm clock, will 
take an observation by itself at what- 
ever second may be designated. It Is 
the intention to attach these Instru- 
ments to balloons and in that way se- 
cure obsen ations at jrroat heights, as 
great as it is possible for captive bal- 
loons to recch with safetv.

in the missionary work and In this work 
is tbe banner society of central Illinois. 
One hundred and eighty-one dollars was 
given to the missionary work latt year, 
which went tu support a native bible 
reader in China. 


J. L. Deck has been president ol the so- 


ciety for the past 18 months and excellent 
work has been done under bis guardian- 
ship. Tho work Is now In a flourishing 
condition.
